Not  too  many  of  us  think  about  the  reality  of 
handicapped  youngsters  growing  up  to  be  hand¬ 
icapped  adults.  Sometimes  the  handicap  is 
physical;  sometimes  it  is  emotional;  sometimes 
it  is  retardation  of  one  form  or  another,  or  a  com¬ 
bination  of  factors. 

It  is  a  sad  commentary  on  our  society  to  note 
that  most  of  the  efforts  of  our  society  go  to 
recognizing,  evaluating  and  treating  the  handicap¬ 
ped  child,  but  when  that  child  becomes  an  adult, 
that  help  all  but  ceases. 

It  was  the  recognition  of  this  fact  that  has  led 
to  an  invitation  to  several  New  York  agencies  who 
assist  the  handicapped  adult  to  bring  their  clients 
on  an  outing  to  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  during 
Sukkot.  In  what  is  hoped  will  become  an  annual 
event,  the  residents  of  the  Brooklyn  Community 
Residence  for  Chronically  Mentally  Ill  Adults  and 
the  clients  of  the  Jewish  Board  of  Family  and 
Children  Services  Community  Support  Systems 
and  of  the  Rehabilitation  and  Education  in  the 
Art  of  Living  Programs  will  spend  a  happy  after¬ 
noon  in  our  Ritter  Sukkah  on  Thesday,  October  20. 

The  afternoon  will  include  lunch  and  entertain¬ 
ment  and  each  guest  will  receive  a  small  gift. 
About  50  men  and  women  are  expected  and  will 
be  accompanied  by  10  to  12  staff  persons. 

This  community  outreach  program  is  funded 
by  the  Hesed  Fund,  founded  by  our  members, 
Carol  J.  and  Robert  P.  Antler.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ander

If  Not  Now 

Each  year,  after  Simhat  Torah.  I  recall  the  sage 
words  of  Hillel.  “Do  not  say  when  I  have  leisure 
I  will  study ;  for  perhaps  you  will  have  no  leisure!” 
Hillel  was  right. 

Think  of  all  the  honor  that  has  been  paid  to  the 
Torah  during  the  last  weeks:  thousands  have  come 
to  the  Synagogue  on  the  High  Holy  Days  and  have 
left  with  elevated  feelings  and  intentions  as  pure 
as  the  heavens.  We  have  danced  with  the  Torah 
on  Simhat  Torah  saying  boldly:  “We  feel  close; 
we  want  to  embrace  all  that  you  are.”  And  then? 
After  the  holidays,  there  is  no  more  time. 

It  is  after  the  holidays  that  we  begin  our  exten¬ 
sive  program  of  studies  in  the  Sherr  Institute  of 
Adult  Jewish  Studies  and  I  do  not  think  that  I  have 
ever  met  anyone  who  has  said:  “This  is  not  for 
me."  But  younger  congregants  have  often  told  me 
that  they  must  wait  until  their  children  are  grown 
(Who  has  time  with  little  children?)  and  until  they 
have  advanced  to  a  more  secure  level  in  their  very 
demanding  professional  lives.  And  older  con¬ 
gregants  (who  have  made  it  to  where  the  young 
ones  are  striving  to  go)  have  told  me,  in  all  honesty, 
that  study  is  something  you  have  to  do  when  you 
are  young.  So  when  does  a  person  have  time? 

“Fix  times  for  regular  study,”  the  sages  teach, 
because  otherwise  there  simply  will  be  no  time. 
Hillel  was  right.  If  we  wait  around  for  that  year 
when  the  children  are  grown  and  the  pressures 
are  eased  at  the  office,  who  knows  when  that  will 
be?  Who  knows  the  years  that  will  be  poorer 
because  they  have  not  been  enriched  with  the 
golden  ideas  that  study  of  the  Torah  can  yield. 

Hardly  anybody  has  leisure  any  more,  neither 
the  old  nor  the  young.  Everyone  has  a  complicated 
appointment  calendar.  Therefore,  don’t  forget  to 
mark  down  some  very  important  dates,  the  dates 
to  study  this  year.  Say  not:  “When  I  have  leisure 
I  will  study.”  Perhaps  you  will  have  none  this  year. 
And  this  year  then  will  be  no  different  than  the 
one  that  has  passed. 

Remember  another  famous  phrase  of  Hillel? 
“If  not  now,  when?”  Join  us  and  make  this  year 
a  different  year,  a  year  in  which  you  will  finally 
find  that  elusive  time  that  has,  until  now,  always 
slipped  through  your  grasp.

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Understanding  Sukkot 

The  festival  of  sukkot  derives  its  name  from 
the  Sukkah,  the  temporary'  dwelling,  or  booth, 
built  especially  for  the  holiday.  Says  the  Book  of 
Leviticus:  “I  did  cause  the  children  of  Israel  to 
lwell  in  booths  when  I  brought  them  out  of  the 
Land  of  Egypt.”  The  Sukkah  is,  therefore,  a 
reminder  to  all  generations  of  God’s  redemption 
of  the  Jewish  people  from  Egyptian  slavery. 

Sukkot  is  also  a  festival  of  thanksgiving  for  the 
final  ingathering  of  the  harvest  in  the  Land  of 
Israel.  Some  of  its  symbols  clearly  recall  the  Land 
and  its  produce. 

The  four  minim,  or  species,  for  example.  They 
consist  of  an  etrog,  a  lulav,  myrtles  and  willows. 
The  lulav  is  a  branch  of  the  palm  tree  and  is  bound 
together  with  three  short  branches  of  myrtle  leaves 
( hadasim )  and  two  branches  of  the  willow  tree 
( aravot ).  The  etrog  looks  like  a  large  lemon,  but 
it  smells  and  tastes  much  sweeter.  It  has  a pitum, 
a  small  protuberance,  at  its  end. 

The  rabbis  teach  that  binding  these  different 
species  together  serves  as  an  example  to  us  of  how 
all  Jews,  different  though  we  may  be  from  one 
another,  must  be  bound  together  into  one  unit. 
A  blessing  is  said  over  the  four  minim  each  day 
of  the  holiday,  with  the  exception  of  the  Sabbath, 
and  we  march  with  them  in  a  magnificent  pro¬ 
cession  around  the  synagogue. 

The  Festival  of  Sukkot  begins  on  the  fifteenth 
day  of  Tishri  and  the  first  two  days  are  observed 
s  major  festival  days.  The  next  five  days  are  hoi 
aamoed,  the  Intermediate  Days  of  the  Festival. 
These  days  of  hoi  hamoed  are  half-holidays,  for 
while  most  labors  are  permitted  (with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  the  Sabbath),  we  continue  to  eat  meals  in 
the  Sukkah  and  to  make  the  blessing  over  the  four 
minim,  waving  them  during  the  recitation  of  the 
psalms  of  the  Hallel  and  marching  with  them. 

At  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  our  Ritter  Sukkah, 
named  in  memory  of  Gerald  and  May  Ellen  Rit¬ 
ter,  is  constructed  on  the  roof  and  decorated  under 
the  supervision  of  Parents  Association  and  its 
vice-president,  Judy  Katz.  The  children  in  our 
Religious  School  and  High  School  make  many 
of  the  decorations  hung  in  the  Ritter  Sukkah. 

A  kiddish  takes  place  in  the  Ritter  Sukkah 
following  every  service  during  Sukkot  and  eve¬ 
ning  meals  are  served  there  every  evening.  Pre¬ 
paid  reservations  are  a  must  for  those  who  wish 
to  eat  supper  in  the  Ritter  Sukkah. 

The  eighth  day  of  Sukkot  is  treated  as  a  separate 
holiday  in  and  of  itself  and  is  called  Shemini 
Atzeret,  the  “Eighth  Day  of  Asembly.”  We  no 
longer  eat  in  the  Sukkah  and  prayers  are  recited 
for  rain  in  Israel  during  the  service.  The  yizkor 
memorial  prayers  are  recited  on  Shemini  Atzeret. 

Shemini  Atzeret  is  followed  by  the  joyous
